fand Madrid that the autonomist element 
Is taking up the claim, first advanced by 
Spain, that many Incidental questions as 
to Cuba must be settled before

evacuation begins; but the view among 
government officials Is that the Cuban 
autonomists, us well as the Spaniards, 
have no questions to advance or settle 
before evacuation la determined upon. 
The time and place ot evacuation are 
2ooked upon by the authorities here as 
the only jiolntg Involved, and there is 
jlikely to be a rude awakening if the pro- 
Epanlsh element, either aa autonomists 
or as native Spaniards.

actual evacuation oC the Spanish troops 
from Cuba will begin within the next 
month.
